Having a gentle Gale, 
it ſoon lulled me' faſt afleep. I was waked be- 
fore Five by a violent Storm ; this continued two or 


three Hours longer, and left us within Sight of 
Heath, with a ſmall Breeze, which brought us to the 
Black-Rock, about four in the Afternoon. 


We hired Horſes here and rode to Dublin, 
Mr. Meriton, Swindells and I. We came to our 
Honſe in Cork-freet (vulgarly called Dolphins-barn- 
lane) while my Brother was meeting the Society.

Med. 30. I rode to Philips-town, the Shire Town 
of the ba County. I was obliged to go into the 
Street, which was ſoon filled with thoſe who flocked 
from every Side: To whom I declared Feſus Chriſt, 
ear Wiſdom, Righteouſneſs, Santtification and Redemption. 
Tu: ſ. 31. One would have difluaded me from 
preaching at five, being ſure none would riſe ſo ſoon.

How few of 
theſe would have returned empty, i they had heard 
the Word of God, not out of Curioſity merely, but 
from a real Defire to know and do his Will! 

In the Evening I preached at Temple-Macqueteer, and 
again at five in the Morning. About one (Sat. 2. ) 
we came to Maat, the pleaſanteſt Town I have yet 

ſeen in Tre/and. Here I preached to an Handful of 
ſerious People, and then haſtened on to Athlone. At 
fix I preached from the Window of an unfiniſhe 
Houſe oppoſite to the Market-houſe (which woul 
not have contained one half of the Congregation) on 
Ye: know the Grace of our Lord Feſus Chriſt. I ſcarce 
ever ſaw a better behaved, or more attentive Con- 
gregation. Indeed ſo civit a People as the Ii i in 
general, I never ſaw either in Europe or America. 
Sund. 3. I preached. at five to, atleaſt, three hun- 
dred Hearers. I walked from thence to ſee a por 
Woman that was fick, about a Mile from the TOwWn: 
About an hundred and fifty People ran after me. 
| After I had prayed with the ſick Perſon, being un- 
willing ſo many People ſhould go empty away, I 
choſe a ſmooth, grafly Place near the Road, where 
we all kneeled down to Prayer, after which we ſung 
a Pſalm, and I gave them a ſhort Exhortation. At 

eleven, we went to Church and heard a plain, uſeful 
Sermon. At two, I preached on the Connaught Side 
of the Bridge, where there are only (they informed 
me) five or fix Families of Proteſtants. Such a Com- 
pany of People (many ſaid) had never before been 
feen together at Atblone; many coming from all the 
Country round, and (for the preſent) receiving the 
Word with Joy. I preached again at fix in the 
fame Place, and to nearly the ſame (only a little 
larger) Congregation: The greater Part whereof 
{notwithſtanding the Prohibition of their Prieſts) 1 
after ward found were Papiſts. 


Fg Mend. 
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Mond. 4. 1 6 once more at five, great part 
of the Congregation was in Tears. Indeed almoſt 
all the Town appeared to be moved, full of Good- 
will and Deſires of Salvation. But the Waters ſpread 
yo ge to be deep. I found not one under any 

Conviction, much leſs had any one attained 
7 nowledge of Salvation, in hearing above thirty 
Sermons.

We determined to wreſtle with Gop in her Behalf, 
which we did for above an Hour; and he heard the 
Prayer, ſo that hex Soul was filled with Joy unſpeak- 
able. Mr. Jonatban Handy, greatly ſorrowing before, 
"was alſo now enabled to rejoice in Gop : And four 
other Peſons were cut to the Heatt, and cried aloud 
to him that is mighty to ſave, | 5 
Med.

The Sbannon comes within a Mile of the Houſe 
where I preached. I think there is not ſuch another 
River in Europe: It is here ten or twelve Miles over, 
though ſcarce thirty Miles from its Fountain-head. 
There are many Iſlands. in it, once well inhabited, 
but now moſtly deſolate. In almoſt every one is the 
Ruins of a Church: In one, the Remains of no 
leſs than ſeven. I fear, Goo hath ſtill a Controverſy 
with this Land, becauſe it is defiled with Blood.
